The Kainhyfng-ni Prison is located at TO y’h.262 (Cits'- Plan) in vvsst P'yi^ngyang, 
approxiarately ono (l) klloiaeter- sou'thweat of the P’yi^ngyang Vehicle Factory, 
and approximately ei^t (3) me tore sou-bli of the newlsr-established rail tracks 
running betvreen the West P ' s'-jflngs'ang Railroad Dta^'ion and the P’yp^ngyang 
Vehicle Factory. To north of this new railroad r-ons one (l) o3.d tracks, 
apiiroxitnataly 20 meters from each oiPnerr, and stands the P *-y^ng;S'3ng"-si 
Central Construction Materials Bureau across the old line. During the 
Mar, the Japanese-establj-shed Sj^sj^ng-ni Prison (originally "P*y<^ngi'-ang 
Pri son") unden\'ent severe damage, i n e arly 1955> this var-torn prison 
moved to YD 37/-'-262 (City Plan) i*n.th the new designation "Kamhifog-ni Prison"

Labor Section; Headed by one (l) name unknow Captain 
native of Kangwj^n-do, and consists of four (4) "labor-assigning directors," 
The directors are enj^.ged in establishing standard production quotas, in 
assigning manpoiver for prediction, in fixing the araount of grains for 
prisoners, and in adjusting labor. Besides these affairs, the directors 
inspect the individual vorkshops to see the working conditions of 
individual prisoners.

E, Production Section ; Headed by one (l) name unknovn Captain^ 

a native of Ham^i^ng-do, and consists of an unknown number of "produc- 
tion directors" and "technical, directors", plus a total of five (5) 
clerks. Among the functions perfonned by the Production Section are (a) 
the establishment of final production quotas (based on the standard 
quotas fixed by the Labor Section) ; (b) the recording of production 
results and submission of them to the Rear Section; (c) the acquisition 
of production means, including tools; (d) the request for increases 
or decreases in manpovrer to the Labor Section; and (e) the control 
and guidance of production activities by "production directors" and 
"technical directors" at individual workshops. 


F. Sxamination Section ; Headed by one (1) name unknown Captain^ 

a native of Hamgy^ng-bakto, aid consists of three (3) personnel. They 
deal with disciplinary affairs examining those prisoners found breaching 
regulations, or found neglecting jobs, and or found coniiniting 
subversive activities. They use "agents" selected from among the 
prisonei's in collecting information on the moveaents of prisoners 
at the prison. Tliey also participate in such discussions as those 
jointly* held by the Rank & File Section and tlie Refomation Section 
to select from among the prisoners staffs, including "working group 
chiefs", "group guarding chiefs", "gi’oup refonnation diiefs", "group 
nursing chiefs", "working team chiefs", "scavengers", and "general 
group chief", 

G. Reformation Section ; Headed by one (l) name unknown Captain | \, 

a native of Hamgy^ng-bukto, and consits of thiree (3) directors in all. 
Among -the duties discharged by the Reforsuaticn Section are (a) the 
holding of political indoctrination programis for prisoners, (b) the 
holding of prisoners' theu^ts discussion meetings, (c) the holding 

and supervision of prisoners' meetings, (d) the convention of production 
caj^paign meetings, (e) the organisation of nu?.ss recreational programs, 
and (f) the presentation of citations to prisonorsn
